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Strike With Pay Increase 


WASHINGTON (API — The 
Senate Labor Committee ap­ 
proved 13 to 1 today a resolu­ 
tion designed to halt, until Oct. 
1, the nationwide rail strike 
called by the signalmen’s un­ 
ion. 
The committee acted as the 
strike sent mounting ripples of 
paralysis through much of the 
economy for the second day. 
Sponsors 
of the 
resolution 
said they hoped it could clear 
the Senate in a few hours and 
then be conctled later in the 
day with House legislation, and 
sent on to President Nixon. 
The committee included in its 
resolution an approximate 17 
per cent wage increase for the 
13,000 members of the signal­ 
men’s union. 
Thus it revised considerably 
the proposal sent to Congress 
Monday 
by Nixon after the 
strike began. 
'The President had proposed a 
simple extension of the no­ 
strike period to July 1 without 
any wage increase. 
But members of the Labor 
Committee 
decided 
that the 
men should receive an interim 
wage increase since they had 
been working 22 months with­ 
out one. The wage boost includ­ 
ed in the committee’s resolu­ 
tion covers the first three steps 
of a wage package recommend­ 
ed by an emergency board.

“The economy of the United 
States will suffer more and our 
tax loss will be greater by fur­

would ever be saved by troop 
reductions in Europe,” Ford 
said. 
The Senate committee also 
wrote into its resolution a pro­ 
vision calling on secretaries of 
Labor, Transportation and De­ 
fense to submit to 'Congress a 
report on the effects of this 
strike.

Williams 
Jr., 
DN.J., 
the 
committee 
chairman, said he hoped this 
data could be used by his panel 
in trying to draft some form of 
permanent legislation to deal 
w i t h 
national 
emergency 
strikes. 
The only member to vote 
against the resolution was Sen, 
Robert Packwood, R-Ore. 
Major steel and automobile 
firms slashed production, tons 
of perishable foods piled up on 
rail sidings, 300,000 commuters 
had to find other transportation 
and the New York, stock m ar­ 
ket suffered its sharpest loss in 
a year. 
President Nixon, telling Con­ 
gress “it is essential that our 
railroads continue to operate,” 
asked the strike be halted until 
July I to allow more time for 
the industry to bargain with the 
13,000 members of the striking 
Brotherhood of Railroad Signal­ 
men. 
The Senate Labor Committee, 
after hearing from the rail­ 
roads, the union and Nixon 'ad­ 
ministration 
spokesmen, 
in­ 
dicated sentiment for extending 
the delay to Oct. 1 and writing 
signalmen an immediate pay 
increase. 
Both 
sides 
in the dispute 
promised to abide by such a 
plan which would raise top pay 
for signalmen from the present 
$3.80 an hour to $4 46. 


Rainy, Warm

An unstable low pressure sys­ 
tem centered over the Texas 
panhandle this morning was ex­ 
pected to bring showers and 
scattered thundershowers to In­ 
diana tonight.

As moisture increases in 
an associated frontal system, 
rain showers will result.

Strike-delaying

lays had been exhausted over 
more than 16 months of nego­ 
tiations. 
Some 500,000 other rail work­ 
ers in the tightly unionized in­ 
dustry refused to cross picket 
lines of signalmen who install, 
inspect and maintain trackside 
electric signal devices. 
Spokesmen said the steel in­ 
dustry—already stockpiling in 
anticipation of a possible strike 
of its own when its contracts 
expire in August—was forced 
into immediate production cut­ 
backs. 
U.S. Steel, the nation’s big­ 
gest producer of steel, reduced 
coke production 10 per cent 
Monday and said if the walkout 
lasts 48 hours, “the problems 
will really start to get serious.” 
Jones,

Steel 
wired Congress that unless the 
strike ends “within the next 
five days we will be forced to 
shut down facilities and fur­ 
lough many thousands of work­ 
ers at plants in Pittsburgh, Chi­ 
cago and Cleveland.”

Ex-Officials 
Jailed In 
Egypt Plot 


CAIRO (AP) — Former Vice 
President Aly Sabry and other 
former 
high-ranking 
officials 
accused of plotting to over­ 
throw President Anwar Sadat 
were taken to jail at dawn to­ 
day and may soon, face public 
trial, informed sources report­ 
ed. 
Sabry, 
six 
former 
cabinet 
ministers and others ousted last 
week had been under house ar­ 
rest since Sadat launched his 
purge on Thursday. 
The sources said full details 
of the plot would be made pub­ 
lic when the investigation now 
under way is completed. But 
meanwhile they gave this pre­ 
view of the plans Sadat’s foes 
had made: 
Labib Shukair, the speaker of 
the National Assembly, was to 
be installed as figurehead pres­ 
ident. Sabry, considered Mos­ 
cow’s man in 'the Egyptian hi­ 
erarchy and a man of consider­ 
able unpopularity, was to boss 
the Arab Socialist Union, the 
country’s only political party. 
Interior 
Minister 
Sharawi 
Goma a, whose ministry con­ 
trols the police, had deployed 
his men throughout Cairo with 
instructions to use force .if nec­ 
essary to keep order once Sa­ 
dat was out of the way. 
The presence of Lt. Gen. Mo- 
hamed Fawzi, the war minis­ 
ter, was supposed to' insure the 
army’s support. 
All are now under arrest. 
Meanwhile, 
Sadat’s 
purge 
spread along the grass roots 
level. Newspapers reported a 
number of officials at the gov­ 
ernment radio and TV station 
have been arrested for a direct 
role in the conspiracy. They 
were said to have changed the 
regular program Thursday eve­ 
ning and substituted martial 
and patriotic songs. 
Such music traditionally sig­ 
nals momentous events in the 
Arab world. In this casa' it fol­ 
lowed the announcement that 
six cabinet Ministers and three 
officials of the government po­ 
litical party had resigned.

evidently was intended to give 
the impression that Sadat’s re­ 
gime was 
collapsing

him. However, the president ar­ 
rested his foes. 
Official announcements of ar­ 
rests have not specified total 
numbers.

said at least 110 people have 
been arrested, although some 
were later released. 
The investigating commission 
looking into the conspiracy has 
found that at least 11,000' tele­ 
phone lines were tapped by de­ 
partments controlled by Interi­ 
or Minister Gomaa, the papers 
reported.

will be higher lhan the original 
bid.

Commission Told Marijuana Is 


Dangerous But Should Be Legal 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— A 
National Com.mission on Mari­ 
juana 
and 
Dangerous 
Drugs 
was told today marijuana prob­ 
ably is dangerous but should be 
legalized. 
The testimony followed the 
claims Monday of two doctors 
that the drug produced dis­ 
tortion of perception and reality 
.in, test subjects and. the opinion 
of another doctor that alcohol 
produces similar results. 
John Kaplan, a law professor 
at Stanford University, told the 
commission today in prepared 
testimony 
he 
believes 
mari­ 
juana 
to' be 
dangerous 
but 
added research since 1894 has 
yet to show how dangerous the 
drug may be. 
“If 
the 
marijuana 
laws 
worked,” he said, “I would be 
strongly in favor of them but 
they, like Prohibition, do not 
work. They divide the young 
from the old and are propelling 
us to a national crisis of con­ 
fidence of major dimensions. 
Therefore they must go,” 
M o n d a y , 
Drs. 
Harold 
Kolansky and William Moore 
outlined their heavily publicized 
study of 38 psychiatric patients 
which they said showed mari­ 
juana “produces a brain syn­ 
drome marked by distortion of 
perception and reality which 
leads . . . ” to impaired judg­ 
ment, lagging attention spans, 
slowing of a sense of time and 
trouble talking. 
They concluded the mental 
problems 
observed 
in 
their 
patients resulted from mari­ 
juana 
smoking 
and 
recom­ 
mended a “get tough” policy to 
control the drug. 
However, 
Dr. 
Bertram 
S. 
Brown, director of the National 
Institute of Mental Health and 
also a witness before the com­ 
mission, said in an interview it 
probably would be possible to 
find 38 marijuana smokers who 
had 
graduated 
from 
college 
with honors. 
Brown told the commission 
he was not ready to recom­ 
mend legalizing the drug but “I 
do know that the present penal­ 
ty structure itself is already out 
of keeping with what we know 
about the drug.” 
The Kolansky-Moore findings 


also were disputed by drug ex­ 
pert Dr. Norman Zinberg of 
Harvard. He told a news con­ 
ference the findings, first dis­ 
closed in April, wfould be hard 
not to apply to a group of col­ 
lege beer drinkers. 
Dr. Joel Fort of San Fran­ 
cisco submitted a written criti­ 
que saying the Kolansky-Moore 
paper is “full of inaccurate and 
inflammatory statements” w /h 
a conclusion of “some amateur­ 
ish social criticism that might 
have 
been 
WTitten 
by Vice 
President 
Spiro 
T. 
Agnew’s 
speech writers.” 
The crux, of the Kolansky- 
Moore study is whether their 
observation of 38 highly se­ 
lected individuals with mental 
disorders can apply to all mari­ 
juana users.

In addition to Kelly, the AAU 
was represented by Secretary 
Richard Harkins and Ollan Cas­ 
sell, assistant executive direc­ 
tor.

When the race is over, he’ll 
head home to a 400-year-old cot­ 
tage in Upper Boddington (pop­ 
ulation 150), a woodsy village in 
the midlands section of Eng­ 
land..But there’s always another 
race. In his native England, or 
Italy or the states again or 
South Africa or perhaps Austra­ 
lia this year. 
“I figure I have another five 
or six years, at least. And after 
that? It depends on how much 
money I can make driving,” he 
said. 
“When I get through, I don't 
think I’ll want to stay around 
racing. It’s only the driving, 
really, that excites me.” 
Worn-out drivers sometimes 
hang on to the glories of racing 
through businesses tied to the 
sport, but Hobbs has ruled out 
that kind of future. 
“It’s a funny occupation, a 
bit precarious,” he reflected. 
“Not only for the physical side 
—the danger—but the uncer­ 
tainty of getting a drive. Some­ 
times there are lucky breaks 
and you get all the drives, then 
sometimes you just miss them.” 
“If you’re good but get sec­ 
ond-rate equipment, the people 
unfortunately don’t remember 
who led every lap but the last, 
they only remember the bloke 
that led on the last lap.” 
Hobbs, the son of an auto en­ 
gineer, grew up with cars, took 
a job as an engineering appren­

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah 
(AP) — The Utah Stars and 
Kentucky Colonels, bruised and 
exhausted after six rowdy play­ 
off games, will settle the Amer­ 
ican 
Basketball 
Association 
championship tonight in the 
seventh and final game. 
The game, sold out at 13,208 
only two hours after Kentucky 
tied the series at 3-3 Saturday 
in Louisville, Ky., will be tele­ 
vised locally and back to Ken­ 
tucky. 
Both teams were runners-up 
in their divisions, Kentucky los­ 
ing out to Virginia in the East 
and Utah placing second to' de­ 
fending ABA champion Indiana 
in the West. 
The Stars took the first two 
games against Kentucky in the 
Salt Palace, lost the next two 
at Louisville, won at the Salt 
Palace and then lost at Louis­ 
ville.The games at Louisville were 
decided in the closing seconds; 
the ones at Salt Lake, where 
Kentucky has yet to win in six 
games—including regular sea­ 
son, were not close. 
The winning team in tonight’s 
game will split $48,130 and the 
losing team, $40,130. 
The coaches, Frank Ramsey 
of Kentucky and Bill Sfaarman 
of Utah, played together for the 
Boston Celtics and they use the 
same plays. Both teams live by 
the fast break. And Ramsey 
and Sharmao have the same 
aims going into the final game. 
“We can’t stand around,” 
says Sharman. “We play better 
when we run.” 
‘‘We’ve got to avoid turn­ 
overs and not slow down in the 
last quarter,” Ramsey says. 
“That has happened to us in 
Utah.” 
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CAPITAL PUNISHMENT 
The Supreme Court held on May 3 that 
states did not deny defendants their 
rights by allowing juries absolute discre­ 
tion in imposing the death penalty or by 
allowing juries to decide a defendant’s 
sentence at the same time as his guilt. 
For some reason this decision has pre­ 
cipitated a flurry of activity among those 
advocating an end to capital punish­ 
ment. 
No one has been executed in the Unit­ 
ed States since 1967. All executions were 
delayed until the Supreme Court had an­ 
nounced its decision in several cases in­ 
volving capital punishment. Now that 
the Court has ruled, on procedural 
grounds, the strategy seems to be to keep 
some question pending. 
Reactions to the May 3 decision were 
mixed. In California — where 99 persons 
have been waiting under sentence of 
death — Gov. Ronald Reagan affirmed, 
through his press secretary, that he was 
still in favor of the death penalty. San 
Quentin’s associate warden said that exe­ 
cution dates would now be set — at least 
for the 15 or 20 prisoners who have ex­ 
hausted all appeals processes. 
All of Florida’s 78 condemned prison­ 
ers are still safe from immediate execu­ 
tion. A 1967 federal court, order barred 
any electrocutions until a case challeng­ 
ing the constitutionality of the death 
penalty itself was settled. And in Ohio — 
where 42 men are condemned to die — 
Gov. John J. Gil ligan said that there 
would be no executions until the Su- 
g 


reme Court ruled on the fundamental 
ighth Amendment issue. 
A technicality stands between life and 
death for the 28 condemned prisoners in 
Alabama. State law prescribes that exe­ 
cutions be carried out within the walls of 
a certain prison — which has been de­ 
molished. 
The Supreme Court could provide yet 
another reprieve for the inhabitants of 
Death Row. It may agree soon to decide 
the question: Is the death penalty a 
“cruel and unusual punishment” and 
therefore unconstitutional? This ques­ 
tion is posed in many of the more than 
100 appeais from death sentences which 
are now on the Court’s docket. Only four 
Justices have to agree to hear arguments 
in such a case for the Court to take it. 
Solicitor General Erwin N. Griswold 
has said that this line of attack on capi­ 
tal punishment itself is perfectly reason­ 
able. One Justice doesn’t agree. Hugo L. 
Black, in a concurring opinion May 3, 
said flatly that he did not believe the 
Constitution outlawed the death penal­ 
ty: “It is inconceivable to me that the 
Framers intended to end capital punish­ 
ment.”

I read every once in a while where 
some outstanding churchman is re­ 
nouncing the church. Nearly every word 
he says at the time makes news. 
But there are hundreds who leave the 
church who never call a news conference. 
They aren’t headline names and their 
grievances never get into print. 
I have to agree with E. Stanley Jones 
when he wrote, “With all its faults the 
church has been and is the greatest serv­ 
ing institution on earth. It has many 
critics but no rivals in the work of service 
to humanity. There isn’t a spot on earth, 
from the frozen north to the tropical 
islands of the seas, where we haven’t 
gone with schools, hospitals, leper, blind, 
and orphan asylums, and homes for the 
poor and aged, churches, the Gospel — 
everything to lift the soul, the mind, the 
body of the human race. No other insti­ 
tution has done, or is doing, anything 
like it.” 
But this is not to say that the church is 
not filled with weaknesses. The defectors 
can list its weaknesses and sins by the 
score. And they are not always wrong. In 
fact, when the church does not periodic­ 
ally experience spiritual renewal it tends 
to become more a part of the world’s 
problems and less a part of the solution. 
‘‘Ye are the salt of the earth,” said Jesus, 
“but if the salt have lost his savor, where­ 
with shall it be salted? It is thenceforth 
good for nothing, but to be cast out, and 
to be trodden under foot of men.” 
I believe in the church as a living or­ 
ganism, pulsating with the redemptive 
life and power of its Head, Jesus Christ. 
Apart from His Spirit, the institution be­ 
comes a corpse spreading decay and di­ 
sease. Alive in Him it is a saving institu­ 
tion of its age.

Welsh continues to pull away 
from the full field of Democrat 
aspirants as more county or­ 
ganizations add endorsements. 
Welsh has never said he will 
run, but is traveling the state 
on speaking assignments and go­ 
ing through the motions of a 
candidate. Supporters point to 
the fact he has never said he 
will not run. 
A 
leading 
Democrat 
told 
me: “ If the General Assembly 
would 
have 
increased 
taxes, 
there would be no doubt that 
Welsh would accept the nom ­ 
ination. Since there was no tax 
increase. I doubt if Matt will 
run. He wants to have an ac­ 
tive voice in who does get the 
nomination.’’ 


Experts point to the fact that 
it is inevitable state taxes will 
have to be restructured with 
some increases.

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Young And Old Find Out 
About Rumors In Seattle

Founded after a riot and fed on 
hearsay, 
the 
Seattle 
Rumor 
Center draws hundreds of calls 
a day from 'persons who are 
alarm ed, curious or lonely. 
“ Our purpose is to be ready to 
handle rumors which tend to be 
inflammatory or cause people to 
be nervous or unrestful,” says 
Clyde Scott, director of the cen­ 
ter. 
“Our callers are the older 
people 
wondering 
about 
the 
.young and the young wondering 
what’s going on,” says Steve 
Parkhurst, 
a 
University 
of 
Washington student who staffs 
the center on weekends and sus­ 
pects some questioners are sim­ 
ply lonely. 
The center was formed in the 
summer of 1968 after Seattle 
had its first taste of racial ten­ 
sion and civil disorder. It closed 
after the summer, then opened 
again in June 1969 and has con- 
tinued to1 operate: on a shoe­ 
string budget provided by dona­ 
tions and by the city and coun­ 
ty. A private, non-governmental 
operation, its policy decisions 
are made by a board of citizens. 
Although the center was con­ 
ceived as a source of accurate 
information 
during 
emergen­ 
cies, it now handles what Park- 
Jiurst and Scott classify as gen­ 
eral information calls. 
It does so, Scott says, “be- 
" cause it’s difficult to .know why 
a caller asked the question. If 
he didn’t get a good answer, it 
might 
be 
inflammatory 
and 
cause unrest.” 
The center relies on Seattle 
area news media, police and 
hospitals for most information. 
In a fast-moving story during 
which information may be slow 
in reaching these sources, staff 
members may be1 sent to the 
scene. The center also has “ru­ 
mor runners”—volunteers living 
in the area who can be called to 
check on reports of incidents 
near their homes, 
f 
“Certain sources of informa­ 
tion are reliable in most cases,” 
Scott says, “ but in certain con­ 
ditions they’re absolutely unreli­ 
able.”

“We have to stick closely to 
the facts because even talking 
on the phone is going to distort 
things somewhat,” says Park- 
burst. 
Center 
staff 
members 
are 
cautioned against .injecting per­ 
sonal opinions into their an­ 
swers. 
“All our staff are well in­ 
formed because of the nature of 
their work,” says Scott. “They 
cannot help but form opinions 
and it becomes difficult not to 
express them .”

hope.

e o n f i r m e d , Dennis’ .report 
buoyed hopes of naturalists that 
the species survived. The last 
confirmed sighting before that 
was made in 1950 along the Chi­ 
póla River in Florida. 
Last month, Robert Manns, 
southeastern 
representative of 
the Audubon Society, played an 
amplified, 
tape-recorded 
m at­ 
ing call of the bird in the San­ 
tee 
swamp 
near 
Columbia, 
S.C., and heard a respon.se, 
“ It 
was 
unbelievable,”1 
he 
said later. “No other bird will 
return the call in the same way 


except 
an 
Ivory-billed 
wood­ 
pecker. There was either some­ 
one in the swamp who is awful­ 
ly good at imitating the bird or 
there’s a bird there.” 
Manns, 
however, 
has 
not 
sighted a bird. And efforts to 
reconfirm existence of the spe­ 
cies along the Neches River in 
Eastern. Texas have met with 
failure. 


Both, the Santee swamp and 
Big Thicket are scenes of bat­ 
tles 
between 
conservationists 
who want to preserve the for­ 
ests and lumbermen who want 
to harvest the timber. 
The decline of the ivory-bill 
followed 
extensive 
lumbering 
operations throughout the South 
that 
felled 
the 
once 
large 
stands of virgin timber. 
'The birds, never very abun­ 
dant, fed prim arily on the lar­ 
vae of wood-borers that lived 
under tree bark. When the tim ­ 
ber was cut, the birds’ food 
supply was cut-off. 
The ivory-bill, largest wood­ 
pecker in North America and 
second largest in the world, is 
a particularly handsome spe­ 
cies. Both sexes have black and 
white plumages and are larger 
than crows. The males have a 
rakish scarlet crest, while the 
female’s crest is black.

Bayh Bill Seeks 
Income Reports 
From Officials 


WASHINGTON (A PI — Legis­ 
lation to require federal judges, 
members of Congress and exec­ 
utive branch officials to file 
public reports each year on the 
amount and sources of their in­ 
come was introduced Monday 
by Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind. 
“ Passage of this legislation 
would be a m ajor step toward 
making our governm ent more 
accountable to the people,” he 
said. 
The m easure would apply to 
the President and the Vice P re s­ 
ident along with all executive 
branch employes paid $18,000 or 
m ore a year and also to Su­ 
prem e Court Justices. 
It would require disclosure of 
all income of over $100, includ­ 
ing gifts and contributions to de­ 
fray cam paign and office ex­ 
penses; debts of over $1,000, in­ 
cluding residential m ortgages; 
real estate valued at more than 
$5,000, and any dealings in se­ 
curities, commodities or real 
property. 
His bill also would require a 
listing of all law firm clients 
who paid more than $1,000 in 
fees and a statem ent of whether 
the client employed the firm be­ 
fore or after the official entered 
government service. 
The reports would have to he 
filed with the Com ptroller Gen­ 
eral by May 1 of each year and 
be m ade available for public in­ 
spection. 
Bayh’s bill is a revised ver­ 
sion of a m easure he introduced 
late in the last Congress and is 
sim ilar to financial disclosure 
bills previously introduced by 
Sen. Clifford P. Case, R-N.J., 
I and others. None of them have 
gotten anywhere. 
Also reoffered by Bayh, with 
’ some changes, was a bill he 
proposed in the last Congress to 
i require federal judges to dis­ 
qualify them selves in any case 
1 in which they have a financial 
> interest, no m atter how sm all. 


He said that a few; weeks a ft­ 
er Glenn’s leave ended federal 
officials notified him that some-! 
one was im personating Glenn 
in Vietnam and asked him to 
verify 
identification.
